ing  and  making  recommendations  about  Major 
League  Baseball  in  the  21st  Century.  Beginning 
his  15th  season  in  baseball,  Werner  is  one  of 
only  three  owners  among  this  prestigious  group, 
which  includes  players  as  well  as  experts  in  aca¬ 
demia,  marketing  and  business. 

In  addition  to  being  the  chief  conduit 
between  the  Red  Sox  and  the  New  England 
Sports  Network,  Werner  also  was  instrumental 
in  creating  many  of  Fenway  Park's  fan-friendly 
initiatives.  He  was  the  man  behind  the  Father's 
Day  Catch,  the  July  22,  2002  tribute  to  Ted 
Williams  and  more  efforts  that  connect  genera¬ 
tions,  particularly  grandparents  to  grandchildren. 

Werner,  a  life-long  baseball  fan,  played  the 
game  during  his  childhood,  coached  his  children 
in  youth  baseball  and  has  attended  hundreds  of 


partners  voted  unanimously  to  sell  100  percent  of 
the  team's  interests  to  an  investment  group  head¬ 
ed  by  Mr.  Henry  and  Tom  Werner.  The  Major 
League  clubs  approved  the  ownership  transfer 
from  the  Yawkey  Trust  and  limited  partners 
January  16,  2002.

LARRY  LUCCHINO  WAS  NAMED  PRESIDENT/CEO 
of  the  Red  Sox  upon  the  closing  of  the  purchase 
of  the  team,  February  27,  2002.  Previously  presi¬ 
dent/  CEO  of  the  Baltimore  Orioles  (1988-93)  and 
the  San  Diego  Padres  (1995-01),  Lucchino  is  a 
veteran  of  24  years  in  Major  League  Baseball. 

With  the  Red  Sox,  Lucchino  manages  the 
franchise  on  a  day-to-day  basis  with  the  active 
involvement  of,  and  in  collaboration  with,  princi¬ 
pal  owner  John  Henry  and  chairman  Tom  Werner. 

In  the  ownership  group's  first  two  years,  the 
Red  Sox  went  to  the  ALCS  in  2003,  set  its  all- 
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first  year  of  leadership.  The  foun¬ 
dation  focuses  on  health,  educa¬ 
tion,  recreation,  literacy,  and 
urban  social  issues. 

With  his  passion  and  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  baseball,  Mr.  Henry  is 
accessible  to  the  media  and  fans. 

He's  often  seen  moving  throughout 
ballparks  in  Spring  Training  and 
during  the  regular  season.  He  sits  in  many  areas 
of  Fenway  Park,  from  the  Bleachers  to  the  Green 
Monster  Seats  to  the  seats  near  the  dugouts,  and 
often  greets  fans  at  the  gate.

Mr.  Henry  was  chairman  and  sole  owner  of 
the  Florida  Marlins  prior  to  purchasing  the  Red 
Sox,  and  2004  marks  his  17th  year  in  baseball  at 
an  ownership  level.  John  is  chairman  of  John  W. 
Henry  &  Company,  Inc.  (JWH),  which  he  founded 
in  1981.  Located  in  Boca  Raton,  FL, 
JWH  is  currently  among  the  largest 
alternative  investment  firms  in  the 
world,  managing  foreign  exchange, 
financial  futures  and  commodities  for 
leading  money  center  banks,  broker¬ 
age  firms,  multi-national  corpora¬ 
tions,  retirement  funds  and  private 
clients  worldwide.  Born  in  Quincy,  IL, 
John  spent  most  of  his  childhood  in 
Forrest  City,  AR,  where  his  parents 
owned  a  farm.  He  was  a  dyed-in-the-wool  base¬ 
ball  fan  growing  up,  listening  to  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  broadcaster  Harry  Caray  on  the  radio. 


major  league  games.  As  a  17-year-old 
freshman  at  Harvard,  Werner  gave  his 
heart  to  the  ultimate  underdogs,  the 
Impossible  Dream  Red  Sox  of  1967. 

In  fact,  for  his  visual  studies  class 
at  Harvard,  Werner  created  a  docu¬ 
mentary  film  about  Opening  Day  at 
Fenway  Park.  He  has  been  a  devoted 
follower  of  the  Red  Sox  ever  since. 

Werner's  entry  into  Major  League  Baseball 
came  in  1990,  when  he  and  his  partners  pur¬ 
chased  the  San  Diego  Padres.  He  was  managing 
partner  through  1994,  and  he  served  baseball  on 
a  national  level  as  Chairman  of  the  Television 
Committee  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council.  Tom  was  an  early  champion  of  the  Wild 
Card  concept,  which  he  believed  would  create 
stronger  fan  interest  in  August  and  September. 


Although  he  takes  no  credit  for  this, 
Werner  notes  that  the  idea  benefited 
the  Boston  Red  Sox  in  the  1990s, 
allowing  them  to  play  in  the  postsea¬ 
son  in  1998  and  1999. 

When  Henry,  Werner  and  Lucchino 
talked  to  the  players  at 
Spring  Training  in  2002, 

Tom  discussed  the 
importance  of  communication  and 
respect.  He  believes  these  ideas  are 
essential  within  the  organization 
and  in  the  organization's  relation¬ 
ship  with  its  fans.  "The  relationship 
Red  Sox  fans  have  with  baseball  is 
unique,  and  we  consider  it  an  honor 
and  a  goal  to  strengthen  those  ties 
in  the  years  ahead."

developing  a  festive  atmosphere  on  Yawkey  Way  to 
adding  seats  atop  the  Green  Monster  to  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  wider  concourses,  more  restrooms  and  a 
greater  array  of  food  options  in  the  "Big  Concourse.' 

The  club  also  invited  the  community  and 
neighborhood  into  the  ballpark, 
opening  Fenway  Park  to  children, 
families  and  fans  for  a  Father's 
Day  Catch,  a  Mother's  Day  Walk 
in  the  Park,  Halloween  Parties,  a 
Veterans  Day  Tribute,  and  two 
straight  Birthday  Tributes  to 
Jackie  Robinson  on  January  31, 
the  eve  of  Black  History  Month. 

After  the  Red  Sox  committed 
to  market  the  club  aggressively  to 
all  of  New  England  and  Red  Sox 


Nation,  Lucchino  and  his  staff  organ¬ 
ized  both  Winter  and  Summer 
Caravans  to  each  of  the  six  New 
England  states.  Red  Sox  ownership, 
club  officials  and  players  traveled  to 
thank  the  fans  of  the  region  for  their 
support  and  to  make 
contributions  to  the 
community.  The  club 
then  celebrated  each 
of  the  states  on  special  days  at 
Fenway  Park. 

Committing  to  be  active  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  community,  the 
club  established  the  new  Red 
Sox  Foundation.  Current  and  for¬ 
mer  Red  Sox  partners  have  con¬ 
tributed  more  than  $17  million  in 


donations  and  pledges,  and  Red  Sox 
fans  have  donated  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  as  well.  The  Foundation  donated 
more  than  $5  million  plus  hundreds  of 
in-kind  donations  to  programs  dedi¬ 
cated  to  health,  education,  recreation, 
literacy  and  urban  social  issues. 

An  avid  sportsman,  Lucchino  has 
the  unique  distinction  of  earning  a 
World  Series  ring  (Orioles,  '83),  a 
Super  Bowl  ring  (Redskins,  '83)  and  a  Final  Four 
watch  (Princeton,  '65).  He  has  also  been  active  in 
numerous  civic  and  charitable  efforts  in  Boston, 
with  particular  involvement  in  the  research  and 
treatment  of  cancer.  In  2003,  he  boosted  the  Red 
Sox'  relationship  with  the  Jimmy  Fund  by  having 
the  club  become  the  title  sponsor  of  the  Pan  Mass 
Challenge  presented  by  the  Boston  Red  Sox.

2003  Highlights 

The  Sea  Dogs  played  to  a  72-70  record  in  their  first  season  as  the 
Double-A  affiliate  of  the  Red  Sox,  good  for  a  3rd  place  finish  in  the 
Eastern  League's  Northern  Division.  Portland  Player  of  the  Year

"You'll  need  to  know  how  to  divide ,  and  having  your 
calculator  handy  will  help.  Slugging  Percentage  (SLG)  is 
a  measure  of  the  power  of  hitters  —  or,  how  often  they 
hit  for  XBH.  The  AL  team  SLG  in  2003  was  .428  —  and 
the  Red  Sox  .491  mark  broke  the  long-standing  ML 
record  of  .489  set  by  the  1927  Yankees.  SLG  is  calculated 
as  TB  divided  by  At  Bats  (AB)...  my  SLG  for  2003  was: 

265  Total  Bases/448  At  Bats  = 

.5915178  SLUGGING  PERCENTAGE  (SLG) 

SLG  is  calculated  to  three  decimal  places,  so  mine  was  .592. 


ON-BASE  PERCENTAGE  (OBP)  While  SLG  demonstrates  power, 
OBP  shows  the  measure  of  what  some  fans  think  is  an  equally 
important  element  of  being  a  hitter:  the  number  of  times  he 

gets  on  base  via  a  Hit,  Walk  or  a  Hit  By  Pitch. 
The  AL  team  OBP  in  2003  was  .333.  —  and  the 
Red  Sox  .360  mark  led  the  AL  while  Manny 
Ramirez  was  the  leading  player  at  .427.  OBP  is 
expressed  as  a  percentage  of  a  player's  Plate 
Appearances  (PA)  which  count  every  time  a 
player  comes  to  bat  except  for  sacri-  i 
fice  bunts  or  catcher's  interference. 

[Contrast  that  to  AB,  used  to  calcu¬ 
late  SLG  above,  which  counts  only 
times  a  player  gets  a  hit  or  makes  an 
out.]

"Not  much  math  here.  A  Save  (SV)  is  given  to  a  pitch¬ 
er  who  is  the  last  pitcher  in  a  game  won  by  his  team 
—  but  who  is  not  the  winning  pitcher  —  and  who  ful¬ 
fills  at  least  one  of  three  conditions:  1)  He  comes  into 
the  game  with  a  lead  of  no  more  than  three  runs  and 
J  pitches  at  least  one  inning;  2)  He  comes  into  the  game 
with  the  potential  tying  run  being  either  on  base ,  at  bat ,  or  on 
deck;  3)  He  pitches  at  least  three  "effective"  innings  (this  is  the 
only  subjective  criterion,  judged  by  the  game's  official  scorer). 


WHY  SV  ARE  IMPORTANT  When  a  SV  is  recorded,  your  team 
has  won  the  game  and  the  bullpen  pitchers  —  whether  middle¬ 
inning  men,  set-up  men  or  closer  —  have  done  their  jobs. 

Many  fans  think  a  good  standard  for  a  full-time  closer  is  earn¬ 
ing  at  least  20  SV...  but  any  pitcher  on  the  staff  can  earn  one. 

The  2004  Red  Sox  have  six  pitchers  returning 
from  the  2003  club  who  had  at  least  one 
Save  last  year  in  the  regular  season  — 
Byung-Hyun  Kim,  Mike  Timlin,  Tim  Wakefield, 
Alan  Embree,  Bronson  Arroyo  and  Jason 
Shiell.  Also,  Derek  Lowe  had  a  SV  in 
the  2003  ALDS,  Scott  Williamson  had 
3  in  the  ALCS  and  Ramiro  Mendoza 
had  1  for  the  PawSox.  The  staff's 
'team  effort'  willingness  to  accept 
different  roles  gives  the  2004  team 
numerous  game-finishing  options.
